EARLY ABOLITIONISTS. 

Previous and subsequent to the resolution the 
various ecclesiastical ies im the North ex- 
resséd themselves regarding the evi,“ The 
irst Congregatio ‘Church at Newport, 
R. I., excluded slave-traders and slave-holders 
from its congregation, and tits example was fol- 
lowed by other churches of the denomination in 
New land. The Society of Friends agitated 
the abolition of slavery from 1754 to 1787, and 
the number of slave-holderstapidly diminished. 


The Methodist Church in America was organized 


with a stipulation that slavery should not be 
continued in the Church, and in 1780 the Con- 
ference declared that slavery was ‘‘cowirary to 
the laws of God, man, and nature, hurtful to 
society, and contrary to the dictates of con- 
science.“ The Presbyterians took similar ac- 
tion, and the Baptists adopted a resolution as- 
serting that slavery was n violent deprivation 
of the rights of nature and inconsistent with 
Republican Government,” and recommended the 
use of every Measure by the brethren to extir- 
pate the horrid evil.” 

The moral and political atmosphere that pro- 
duced the Revolution was the same which then 
and afterwards engendered opposition to slav- 
ery, ‘The doctrine of inalienable rights was 
equally the foundation of both of them. 

Subsequent to the peace with Great Britain it 
was generally understood that slavery was de- 
clining, and it was supposed that, with the aboli- 
tion of the African ‘slave-trade, whiich was to

The anti-slavery séntiment of revolutionary 
times found early expression in 
ABOLITION AND MANUMISSION SOCIETIES. 
The Pennsylvania Society, formed in 1774, and 
enlarged in 1787, presented a memorial to Con- 
gress in 1790, reminding that body of its powers 
to “promote the welfare and secure the bless- 
ings of liberty to the people of the United 
States, —that the *‘ blessings” ought to be ad- 
mini “ without distinction of color.” The 
document met with “a degree of favor.” The 
Virginia, Maryland, Rhode Island, -Connecticut, 
New York, and Baltimore Societies, as well as 
the Friends, sent in similar memorials.

THE LIBERTY PARTY. 

After u season, the Abolitionists divided into 
schools, on account of a diversity of views re- 
garding. the Constitution of the United States 
and thre division resulted in the organization of 
the Liberty party, Whose members recognized 
equally their moral and political responsibilities 
in duties. While equally active and efficient 
with the others in using all the means of mora! 
suasion, they did not conceive that moral sua- 
sion alone was sufficient, or that its use released 
them from the discharge of their political du- 
ties to the slaves.” They believed “ civil gov- 
ernment’ to be an ‘ordinance of God,“ insti- 
tuted among men to secure human be- 
ing ‘a terror to evil-doers,’” and 
that the hi obligations tested on the peo- 
ple of the Free States to remove slavery by 
moral and ‘political action as preacifbed 
by the Constitution.“ The plan -of 
selecting candidates from the nominees of the 
Democratic and Whig parties was resorted to, 
and questions were to them in re- 
spect to the measures demanded by the Abo- 
litionists, but, though at first it appeared to give 
signs of | Anti-Slavery progress, it was ul ly 
found to be of little value.

THE LEGAL-TENDER ACT. 
‘The proposition to repeal the Légal-Tender 
as to future contracts, as a step toward specie 
payments, was suggested in the columns of this 
paper on the 27th of September last, and we 
have seen no reason to change the views therein 
expressed. We are accordingly prepared to 
indorse fully the recent recommendation of the 
President, of the same purport. All contracts, 
agreements, and undertakings made after the. 


repeal takes effect would be payable in coin or 
ite equivalent. All pre-existing ones would be 


payable in currency. There would be no viola- 
tion of contracts, as all parties would enter into 
engagements knowing what the law would be, 
and, therefore, in a way to introduce its 
terms into their bargains. As the Presi- 
dent says, one of the effects of re- 
pealing the Legal-Tender act would be to 
spread among the people a more correct notion 
of values. As it is now, the value of gold is 


estimated in greenbacks. Then the value of 


the greenbacks would be estimated in gold, as is 
at present the case in California. Instead of 
saying that gold was worth 112, we would say 
that greenbacks were worth 89 in gold. Hence- 
forth we sh not hear people say that the 
currency was not depreciated ; that it was gold 
had changed its value! The paper dollar 
would be considered what it actually is, dis- 
honored, protested paper, going on the market 
at a discount. The people would thus be 
brought face to face with facta, and would soon 
learn what a mockery and delusion they have 
been go long hugging. 3 
We also indorse the President's idea of issu- 
ing bonds to enable the Government to make a 
purchase of the gold necessary to insure con- 


vertibility. Itisa mistake to suppose that we 


cannot resume specie payments till there is gold 
enough in the Treasury to take up the whole 
$382,000,000 of greenbacksin circulation. When 
the greenback is on a par with goid, when it is 
known that the Government intends to redeem 
every greenback in gold, and there is enough 
gold to insure redemption of 
amount that will be presented, the question of 
resumption will be solved, It is not necessary, 
nor desirable, that all the money in the country 
should be metallic, It is sufficient that it have a 
value equal to its metallic namesake, and that 
the latter can be had for it on de 
mand: There are £15,000,000 more notes of 
the Bank of England in circulation than there is 
gold in the vaults of the Bank. Competent au- 
thorities say that there might be £20,000,000 in- 
stead of £15,000,000. What may be in England 
may be here. What the people demand is not 
that they should have the gold to carry about 
with them in their breeches’ pockets, but that 
they should have the assurance of being able to 
get it whenever they wanted it. Paper is more 
portable than gold, and, when the ‘people know 
that they can get gold at any time in its stead, 
they will prefer the paper. The people of the 
country, if the greenback passed forits face value 
in gold, would not all rush to obtain gold for it 
at the same time. 

‘There can be no objection to the plan of pro- 
ouring the gold necessary by selling bonds bear- 
ing interest in gold. This would be only fund- 
ing the public debt, or part of it, in bonds. The 
greenbacks répresent a portion of our public 
debt. There is nothing inequitable in paying 
interest on them. They are merely the repre- 
sentatives, the evidences, of a forced loan. As 
Dr. Leonard Bacon says in his letter -to that 
great man, Horace Maynard, of Tennessee, 
“Let the. Government honestly pay its own 
debts and compel ite. corporations to pay theirs, 


“and leave the rest to the people and to God.“ 


_ JONES TO THE FRONT. 

There is trouble in Washington. The dam has 
given way.

THE WISCONSIN CONSTITUTION. 

In the well-known Dartmouth College case, 
the Supreme Court of the United States held 
that a law altering the charter of any corpora- 
tion in a material provision, without the consent 
of the corporation, was a law impairing the ob- 
ligation of a contract, and, therefore, void. The 
effect of this decision was to make all charters 
perpetual and inviolate, so long as the corpora- 
tions obtaining them exercised their franchises 
faithfully,—except, of course, where the Gen- 
eral Government had expressly reserved to itself 
the right of repeal or modification. No matter 
how disadvantageous to the public the exercise 
of a franchise might become, the charter grant- 
ing it could not be repealed. If it be- 
‘came a tax on the many for the 
benefit of the few, all the many 
couid do was to “ grin and bear it.” A hundred 
ora thousand years might roll away since the 
corporation was chartered; its relations to the 
public might have changed for the worse, yet 80 
long as the Constitution of the United States re- 
tained a provision that no State should pass a 
law impairing the obligation of contracts, so long 
the charter must remain unchanged, no matter 
what the consequences. After the decision was 
made, and to obviate any bad effects which it 
might have, a provision was introduced into the 
Constitution of the State of Wisconsin, and, we 
believe, of some other States, reserving to the 
Legislature the right to alter, modify, or repeal 
any charter granted to any corporation what- 
ever. The first attempt materially to 
modify a charter has been the ro- 
cent Wisconsin legislation fixing » tariff 
for the railroads of that State. It is claimed by 
the friends of these acts that they are constitu- 
tional; that the right to modify the charters of 
the companies is absolute, and may be exercised 
arbitrarily and without any preliminary investi- 
gation as to whether the roads have abused their 
franchises, or as to the effect ofthe modification 
on the property rights of the owners of the 
roads. They maintain, in other words, that for 
no reason whatever, arbitrarily, because such is 
the good will and pleasure of the Legislature of 
Wisconsin, it is constitutional in that State to 
require any corporation, railway, or fire sur- 
ance, or printing company, with a charter, to do 
business just as the Legislature shall dictate ; to 
charge such rates as it shall prescribe, whether 
in so conducting its business and charging 
such rates it loses money or not. The 
courts have not yet passed on the ques- 
tion whether this is the proper interpretation 
of the provision of the Wisconsin Constitution 
or not. If it should be held that this is the 
proper interpretation of that article, it seems to 
us that, in endeavoring to avoid the conse- 
quences of the Dartmouth Oollege case, that 
State has been jumping out of the frying-pan 
into the fire. In its anxiety that ite sovereignty 
should not be impaired, it has gone a great way 
to impair the rights of individuals, and to strike 
a blow at the credit and development of the 
State. If the Constitution of the State of Wis- 
consin says that the Legislature may, arbitrarily 
and without cause; modify the charter of any 
corporation, railroad corporation, banking cor- 
poration, manufacturing or insurance company 
in the State; if it says that such corporations 
have no rights that the State is bound to respect, 
what encouragement wij] there be to establish 
such corporations there? Who is going to put 
money in them? Where could Wisconsin, to- 
day, find money enough to build ten miles of 
railroad ? The provision in the Wisconsin Con- 
stitution giving the Legislature the right to 
repeal or modify a charter is a good one, pro- 
vided it is not made to act as a confiscating 
clause. Itisa bad one if it will deprive any 
citizen of the United States of his property with- 
out due process of law. Not arbitrarily, but for 
good cause shown, should it authorize the modi- 
fication or repeal of the charter of a corporation. 
The Constitution of Wisconsin, if interpreted 
by the courte as it is by some of its citizens, will 
be a bad thing for the credit and for the future 
development of its resources. 


HOW WILL ILLINOIS VOTE? 

It is the season for statistics. Mathematically- 
inclined journalists are showing how figures can 
lie by ciphering majorities for half-a-dozen can- 
didates in each convention and district. The 
trouble with most of the slate-makers is tliat 
they greatly underestimate the voting strength 
of the State, and that they calculate from the 
votes of 1868 and 1872 what those of 1874 and 
1876 will be. The political canvass of this year 
in Illinois involves such weighty issues that a 
full poll may be expected, especially if, as is pos- 
sible, there are three or four tickets, represent- 
ing as many shades of opinion, in the field. We 
should estimate the total vote in November at 
nearly 600,000. The estimate is based on this 
table:

The stay-at-home vote in 1872 seems to have 
been about 125,000. If we take this as a basis 
and add the probable increase” of votes

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LO- THE POOR NATION ! 

It is time to change the stock phrase, Lo, the 
poor Indian!” Nowadays, when anything is done 
about the red mam, it id not he, but the nation, 
that is swindled and made to suffer. The resig- 
nation of the six Indian Commissioners who be- 
longed to the original Board is the last scene in 
a most eventful drama of rascality,—a drama that 
is full of plot and counterplot, and one that dif- 
fers from the stage play in that the scoundrels 
have not met with their righteous punishment 
at its close, Instead, they have forced the honest 
men out of their way. 

Since the control of Indian affairs was trans- 
ferred from the War to the Interior Department, 
the friends of Mr. Columbus Delano have stolen 
to their pockets’ content. A Board of ten civil- 
ians was appointed by the President in accord- 
ance with the law of April, 1869, which provided 
for the establishment of an Indian Commission 
which should have concurrent jurisdiction with 
the Secretary of the Interior on Indian expendi- 
tures. It was especially charged with the duty 
of passing upom vouchers. This was intrusted 
to the Executive Committee, Messrs. George H. 
Stuart, Robert Campbell, John V. Farwell, and 
William E. Dodge. None of the Commissioners 
received any salary. Four of them resigned. 
Their places were filled with persons whom De- 
lano has sent from time to time on “ special ser- 
vice,"—a phrase that eovers a variety of 
sins,—and whom he has paid by the day while 
so employed. They are naturally subservient to 
Mr. Delano. He and the original Commissioners 
have been at variance for sometime. He has 
always opposed their passing upon vouchers. 
After July 1, 1872, he denied them the oppor- 
tunity of doing so, on the ground that the act of 
May 29, 1872, made it unnecessary. In January, 
1873, the question was referred to Assistant 
Attorney-General Smith, who reported that the 
Board had the power it claimed. What followed? 
From March 1, 1873, to Jan. 1, 1874, the Board 
rejected, as fraudulent, vouchers for $426,909.96. 
One of them was for $88,962.30 in favor of 
Gen. Granville M. Dodge, who seems to have 
got out of Credit Mobilier to get into 
the Indian Ring. Delano had this paid. An- 
other was for $23,295.85 in favor of the notori- 
ous A. H. Wilder. Delano had this paid. Still 
another was for $23,415.36 in behalf of D. J. 
McCann. Delano had this paid. A fourth was 
for $30,847.58 for P. H. Kelley, who had deliv- 
ered corn instead of the flour for which his con- 
tract called. Delano had this paid. He kindly 
ratified the Committee's disapproval of vouchers 
for $5,697. As for the vouchers which repre- 
sent the difference between the aggregate of 
these sums and the $426,909.96, he has declined 
toinform the Board whether they have been 
paid or not! Thus, while the law and tho 
public hold the Commissioners responsible for 
the money paid on Indian contracts, their efforts 
to prevent rascality are systematically foiled by 
Senator Cameron’s friend and business-partner, 
the Secretary of the Interior. Mr. Delano has 
helped his knavish friends to get not only their 
pay but their contracts. The letters of Indian 
Commissioner Welch, upon which we have com- 
mented from time to time, showed conclusively 
that the law requiring advertising for supplies 
had been steadily violated, despite the constant 
remonstrances df the Board, and that the men 
who have been benefited by such violation are 
notorious rogues, whose knavery in connection 
with Indian contracts has been exposed again 


and again. The last move of the Ring was to 


secure the insertion in the Appropriation bill of 
a proviso that all Indian vouchers should be ex- 
amined in Washington, This would have made it 
necessary for the Commissioners to stay in that 
city all the time. As it was naturally impossible for 
them to do so, they have been forced to resign. 
The atmosphere of the Interior Department is 
bad for men who try to do their duty. Secretary 
Cox tried it and had to resign. The indian Com- 
missioners have tried it and have had to resign. 
After the telegraphic account of their action, 
cames this wondrous statement: | 
Sécretary Delano has made up his mind that the 
persons to be selected in place of the gentlemen who 
resigned shall be Quakers, and he is now in Philadel- 
phia looking up available men for the appointment;

THE WHITE AND RED STOCKINGS. 


The third game of the series between the 


White and Red Stockings, and. the last pro- 
fessional match that will be played here until the

In the first game between the clubs the um- 
pire did not suit Chicago, and he was excused 
from having anything to do with the others. Ii 
the second game a pew man gave fair satisfac- 
tion to both nines, and they ventured: to 
try bim again yesterday. The consequence 
is the Bostons are disgusted with him, and 
would doubtless cut off their nine (right 
hands before they would consent to his serving 
in that capacity again in any game in which they 
are interested. The man who was so unfortun- 
ate as to incur their displeasure is Tom Foley, 
the ball-player, and it was because he would not 
change the ball with which the game was com- 
menced after it was found to be ripped a little. 
The Bostous ap to be unanimous in the 
idea that they could win the game if a new ball 
was introduced, because, as they claimed, they 
were the best batters, and could do more with a 
whole ball than with an 2 ay one. The um- 
pire failed to perceive the logic of this. Being a 
man of ordinary common sense, he could not see 
why, if they were the more skillful batters, 
they could not outbat the Whites with one ball 
as well as with another, and he made them play 
on with the original ball- The result was, the 
Red Stocking den made the rip in the ball worse 
every time they got it into their hands, dnd there 
was a constant wrangle all through the game 
which delayed it a great deal, and was very un- 
pleasant to.the spectators. At last when the 
match wus almost over, Harry Wright an- 
nounced that his club wus playing it under pro- 
test, because, ds he claimed, the umpire was not 
acting in accordance with the rules. : 

We lave taken the troubléto examine the new 

rules on the matter, and find under the heading 
„Tre Materials of the Game, in Rule 4, the 
following 1 : “When the ball, in 
the, opinion of the umpire, has become 
80 injured as to be unfit for fair use, a new ball 
shall. be called for the umpire,” etc. ‘Ths 
clenrly sustains Mr. Foley, as it was doubtless 

hiv opinion that the ball was good enough. 

In view of the fact that it is almost impossible 
to find a man who will give perfect satisfaction 
in the thankless pogition of umpire, we would 
respectfully suggest to the managers of the 
White and Red Stocking clubs that. in the event 
of the American eagle's attending the great 
ame to be played by themin this city on ‘the 
ourth of July, they make overtures to that dis- 
tinguished bird, and endeavor to induce him to 
act.

General Lynching of Murderers and 
8 Thieves. 


Miscellaneous Criminal Rec- 
ord. 


Texas. 
From the Houstow (Tex.) Telegraph, June 3. 
Wo were calied upon this morning by a gentle- 


of that county, from whom we learn the partic- 
ulars of a cold-blooded murder, and the retribu- 
tive uprising of the people of Comanche and 


Brown Counties. 

The murder was committed last Monday, in 
front of a saloon on the public square of the 
village of Comanche, in Comanche County, the 
victim being Charles M. Webb, a Deputy-Sher- 
iff, and the murderefs wert John Hardin, Budd 
Dixon, or Dickson, and two others whose names 
were unknown. g 

The murderers belonged to a band of cattle- 
thieves which has been oes for some time 
in that district. There were twelve indictments 
against them, and Webb had been instrumental in 
arresting three of the gang, one of whom was 
released on bond, and two incarcerated in jail at 
Georgetown. 

On Monday the parties above named rode into 
town and laid in wait for Webb in a saloon. He 


quarrel with him, and soon showed a disposition 
to do him some harm. They paired off, two in 
front to defend against him, and two at one side 
to do the killing. Seeing this, he retreated tothe 
outside of the house, and they followed, again 
pairing off as before, and drawing their six- 
shooters. Seeing this, Webb drew and fired with 
rapid movément, but his shot went wild. Hardin 
now fired, followed by Dickson, and Webb fell 
mortally wounded im the neck, the hand, the ab- 
domen, and soon expired. 

The Sheriff of the county and several other 
parties had reached the scene by this time. 
Hardin walked up to the Sheriff and handed 
over his pistol, saying: Take that and then 
take me, if you can!“ | 

The Sheriff ordered the other parties to watch 
— Hardin, while he disarmed the others, 
which they quietly permitted. During this oper- 
ation, Hardin mounted bis horse and rode off, 
but barely escaped death in the act. Henry 
Ware fired féur shots at him as he fled. 

Webb received the first shot in the neck, 
which felled him, but he heroically. braved his 
‘death and raised himself to his knees and fired 
two more random shots at his assassins. 

Former murders by this same killing party are 
not wanting to prové-their lawless and bloody 
natures. They are said to be of the same gang 
which murdered four of the State troops about 
a year ago in Lampasas County. This time they 
went too farin their dark career. Webb was 
known as a brave and honest man, and the peo- 
ple wers not to brook his slaughter in silence 
and awe. Their vengeance was swift and terri- 
ble. The people arose as by one impulse, and 
assumed in their sovéreign capacity the func- 
tions of judge, jury, andéxecutioner. Vigilance 
Committees were organized, a sent in search 
of the desperadoes, with iustrucl. s to shoot all 
who refused to surrender, and hang all who did 
submit. The United States Marshal at Austin 
received information yesterday from Capt. Boyd, 
District Attorney of that District, that eleven 
had been caught, and either hung or shot up to 
the time the courier left. :

BURNING MINES. 


Destructive Fire in the Kidder Slope, 
Wyoming District, Pa. 


Loss of Life Resulting from Attempts to 
Extinguish Them. 


Special Diepatch to The Chicaao Tribune, 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., June 8.—An accident, at- 
tended with loss of life, occurred last night at 
the burning mines known as the Baltimore open- 
ings, about a mile distant from the fires at Kid- 
der Slope. To-day Tue Cuicaco TRIBUNE cor- 
respondent, accompanied by the reporter of the 
Associated Press, visited the scene of the acci- 
dent, and, after going into the mines, learned the 
following facts. The efforts now being made 
are no longer to try to extinguish the subter- 
ranean fires, but to prevent them from burning 
down further into the 21-foot vein, 
the thickest seam of coal in the United 
States. Immense quantities of earth 
are run in with cars and backed up so as to pre- 
vent further encroachments, and to smother the 


fire, 
THE MASSIVE PILLARS OF COAL, 
20 feet in diameter, left to support the roof, 
which varies in thickness from 25 to 200 feet, 
having been burned out, this roof has caved in, 
and an area of about seven acres has fellen about 
fifteen foet without disturbing the surface, ex- 
éept at the outer edges. When the fall took 
place the masses of rock were rent 
asunder at the edges, cracks running 
in all directions from the ‘break for a 
hundred feet from the crevices. Steam and sul- 
phur are constantly issuing, thus 
DESTROYING ALL VEGETATION 

which they touch directly. Over the fire there 
is one place where the rock and earth have gone 
down nearly a hundred feet into the fire below. 
The first mine can be seen nearly 50 feet 
down ; but there is a second one, still deeper, 
where the work of destruction is going on. 
This yawning abyss, about 12 feet square, 
bas for three weeks swallowed all the clay 
and sand that a large gang of men could 
throw down its fiery throat, from which heated 
air and sulphurous gases are constantly emitted. 
As it gives draft to the fire, men are at work day 
and night to close it up. In addition to the mass 
of dirt thrown in from above, a railroad track 
has been runthrough a passageway from the 
side of the hill, The cars are loaded at an exca- 
vation outside, run for a quarter of a mile under 

round, then dumped down a slope, loaded again 
in cars, and run to another slope, where it is 
used to bank up the opening leanihg to the fire. 

AN ACCIDENT. 

Last night, a gang of about twenty-five men 
were at work, andthe sulphur near the last 
slope was quite dangerous, but the men were 
determined so hold out as long as possible that 
they might not lose their long shift of eleven 
hours’ work. While unloading the cars of earth 
a barricade, behind which the fires were burning, 
broke away and filled the mine with sulphur. 

EIGHT MEN WERE STIFLED, 
or, as the miners express it, sick with the gas, 
and were carried out by their companions. Six 
of the men, Hawley, Welsh, Tom Llewellyn, 
Tom McMannus, Henry Riemensnyner, Tom 
Keller, and Lorenz Krebs, recovered on bein 
brought tothe air. Two others, Alexander 
and Charles Keller, 
WERE TOTALLY UNOONSCIOUS, 
and, all efforts to revive them proving unavail- 
ing, they were conveyed to theirffemes ina 
wagon procured at the Black Diamond breaker. 
The last two cannot live. 
INJURED BY A BLAST. 

An accident occurred at the Henry colliery, 
of the Luzerne Coal & Iron Compauy, on Friday 
night. Hopkins, Jenkins, and Thomas Howells 
were hurt by an explosion of a blast while in the 
act of drawing the charge which had missed 
fire. Jenkins was seriously hurt in the chest 
and his recovery is doubtful. Howelis had his 
arm broke, his skull fractured, and other in- 
ternal injuries, but his injuries, strange to say, 
are not considered fatal.

HOOLEY’S. 

Without being a drama of the highest modern 
type, Divorce“ has succeeded in winning for 
itself a popularity enjoyea by few plays on the 
American stage. It has many merits, not the 
least of which is the impartiality with which the 
interest has been divided among the dramatis 
persons. It treats of a sphere of mod- 
ern society removed from vulgar vices, and puts 
ladies and gentlemen before the audience in 
pleasing contrast with the dirtier strata of s0- 
ciety as illustrated by Templeton Jitt and his as- 
sociates. It is good in sentiment, though 
somewhat forced in incident, bright in the 
expression of ideas, and almost free from 
the clap-trap and twaddle too frequently thrown 
in to hit the lower intelligence of the audience. 
In its opportunities for elegant costuming and 


stage extravagance. ith its demerits of weak 
purpose and forced situation, it deserves to be 
ranked as the best of its class, and worthy the 
attention and fidelity to detail which has marked 
its performance by the original company which 
produced it. Aud this was the company which 
played it at Hooley’s Theatre last evening. 
Reviewing the performance generally, it must 
strike the general auditor ds a realization of the 
hopes which he has entertained of seeing a rep- 
resentation perfect in every detail. It does not 
quite do this, but so nearly that we feel spon- 
taneously grateful to the motive which brought 
Mr. Daly and his company to Chicago. We 
speaking, it will be remembered, of the per- 
formance of a play which has become familiar 
to all of us, who can compare the exquisite har- 
mony and shade of acting in last night’s repre- 
sentation with the more or less . color and 
jagged. outlines which have characterized pre- 
vious ones in this city. With one exception, 
the cast is as complete m minor de- 
tails as in the more conspicuous parts.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE. 


The Osage Land Cases. 
Special Dispatch to he Chicago Tribune, 

LEAVENWORTH, June 8.—The United States 
Circuit Court, Judges Miller and Dillon presid- 
ing, to-day heard the opening arguments in the 
famous Osage land cases. The suit involves the 
title to 960,000 acres of very valuable land, em- 
bracing within their limits the homes of 5,000 
settlers. The question of law, divest ali 
the technicalities, is simply whether these lands 
of the Osage Reservation, conditioned as thev 
were in 1363, when the railroad grants were 
made, were publiclands. If so, they belonged 
to the Government, and passed into the posses- 
sion of the railroads. If not, Congress had no right 
to dispose of them until the Indian title should 
be extinguished, and they therefore belong to 
the settlers. Under the Homestead act, several 
years pe the Commissioner of the United 
States nd-Office decided in favor of the set- 
tlers, but the Secretary of the Interior recog- 
nized the right of the railroads to locate their 
grants through this reservation. Finally, as a 
measure of protection to the settlers, and to re- 
move adisturbing element from Kansas politics, 
the United States Attorney-General, under date 
of January, 1874, directed the United States 
District Attorney, Peck, to bring suit in the 
name of the Government to cancel the patents 
issued to the Leavenworth, Lawrence & Galves- 


and, moreover, instructed him to employ the 
counsel for the settlers to assist him in the suits. 
The railroads are represented by their respective 
attorneys, Judge Thatcher for the Leavenworth, 
Lawrence & Galveston, and Judge Sears for the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas; the settlers by 
Judge MoComas and Gov. Shannon, The case 
will go to the United States Supreme Court.
